Senior  pitcher,  Ronald  Bennett,  led  the  pitching  staff  with  a  fine  8-4  season  and 
posted  2.14  ERA.  Rusty  Simpson  posted  a  7-2  won-lost  record,  as  the  pitching  duo 
combined  to  claim  over  half  the  VSC  victories. 

The  entire  "Rebel"  outfield  will  be  returning  for  the  1973  season,  and  the  prospects 
are  high  for  another  championship  season;  baseball  at  Valdosta  State  appears  to  be 
here  to  stay.
